PRESIDENT 

EDUCATION  AS  AN  AMERICAN  IDEAL 


THE  FOUNDERS  of  our  National  Government  were  men  of 
great  parts,  a  race  of  intellectual  giants  reared  in  the  favor  of 
Providence  to  meet  the  unparalleled  needs  of  their  day.  The 
eloquent  declarations  of  Washington,  of  Jefferson,  of  Madison  and 
their  colleagues  were  no  idle  phrases  culled  from  the  pages  of 
rhetoric.  They  were  burning  sentiments  forged  in  fervid  heat 
upon  the  anvils  of  their  own  souls.  The  framers  of  our  constitu- 
tion recognized  the  ideal  of  free  and  universal  public  education  as 
the  very  corner  stone  of  our  political  and  social  order.  Our  free 
public  schools  are  the  power  houses  of  American  civilization. 

Probably  the  most  fundamental  principle  of  democracy  is  the 
ideal  of  equal  opportunity  to  all.  In  this  respect  our  public 
schools  fall  far  short  of  the  great  American  ideal.  The  child  does 
not  choose  his  place  of  birth  yet  his  destiny,  in  so  far  as  his  chance 
of  securing  an  education  is  concerned,  may,  in  large  measure,  be 
determined  by  the  locality  in  which  he  is  born.  It  may  be  but  a 
river,  a  highway,  or  even  the  surveyor's  imaginary  line  which 
marks  the  division  between  vastly  differing  levels  of  educational 
opportunity.  The  educational  interests  of  the  state  are  broader 
than  the  boundaries  of  distinct  lines  or  even  county  lines.  Let 
not  the  wealthy  and  complacent  community  draw  the  cloak  of 
self-righteousness  about  it  and  protest  any  responsibility  for  educa- 
tional opportunity  in  less  fortunate  localities.  Mere  possession 
of  a  superiority  complex  did  not  protect  proud  Rome  from  the 
onslaught  of  her  less  cultured  neighbors.  In  the  seats  of  justice 
and  in  the  halls  of  legislation  this  state  will  be  at  the  mercy  of 
the  democracy  of  tomorrow.  It  rests  with  us  to  determine  whether 
our  posterity  shall  be  governed  in  wisdom  and  justice  or  whether 
the  destiny  of  the  state  shall  be  that  of  ignorance  and  violence.

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THE  PACULTy  COUNCIL 

THE  FACULTY  COUNCIL  of  the  State  Teachers  College  has  handled  many 
problems  of  the  College  during  the  past  ten  years.  The  President  of  the 
College  is  the  Chairman  of  the  Council.  The  members  of  the  Council  are  the 
Dean  of  Women  and  the  eleven  heads  of  departments.  The  organization  of 
the  Council  was  necessitated  by  the  increasing  size  of  the  Faculty,  which  now 
numbers  more  than  seventy  members.  Detailed  consideration  of  innumerable 
school  policies  is  practicable  only  in  a  relatively  small  group.  Since  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  is  in  close  touch  with  various  instructors,  the  Council  is 
representative  of  diverse  needs  and  opinions.  In  some  cases  the  President  re- 
quests the  Council  to  formulate  a  recommendation  for  general  Faculty  action. 

Possibly  there  may  be  some  interest  in  the  type  of  problems  that  the  President 
presents  for  discussion  or  action  by  the  Council.  Some  questions  recently  con- 
sidered have  been  the  arrangement  of  commencement  activities,  optional  versus 
compulsory  assembly  attendance,  plans  for  association  and  co-operation  with 
the  Faculties  of  the  other  State  Teachers  Colleges,  methods  of  raising  scholastic 
standards,  and  countless  minor  matters  connected  with  special  emergencies. 

The  Council  is  not  quite,  but  is  very  nearly,  identical  with  the  Course  of 
Study  Committee.  The  head  of  the  Education  Department  is  Chairman  of 
the  Course  of  Study  Committee  and  the  Committee  includes  two  additional 
representatives  from  the  Education  Department.

NATIONAL  ESSAY  WINNERS 

THE  AMERICAN  CHEMICAL  SOCIETY  has  for  the  past  four  years  been  con- 
ducting a  prize  essay  contest  among  the  students  of  Normal  Schools  and 
Teachers'  Colleges  of  the  United  States.  The  purpose  of  this  contest  is  to  en- 
courage students  who  are  in  training  to  be  teachers  to  acquire  a  greater  familiari- 
ty with  the  science  of  chemistry. 

Having  confidence  in  the  ability  of  his  students  to  compete  in  such  a  contest, 
Prof.  R.  W.  Martin  of  the  Chemistry  Department  inaugurated  a  course  in 
Applied  Chemistry  to  assist  them  in  securing  material  for  such  an  essay.

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCA- 
TION has  jurisdiction  over  all  athletic, 
aquatic  and  gymnastic  activities  of  both  men 
and  women  students.  Its  principal  aim  is  to 
promote  the  physical  development  of  the  stu- 
dents by  contributing  to  their  health,  organic 
vigor  and  good  physical  habits. 

The  College  conforms  both  in  letter  and  in 
spirit  to  the  Physical  Education  requirements  of 
the  State  Department  of  Education.  Carefully 
graded  gymnasium  classes  present  all  types  of 
exercises.

The  College  is  a  member  of  the  Missouri  In- 
ter-Collegiate Athletic  Association  and  maintains  representative  teams  in  all  in- 
ter-collegiate sports:  football,  tennis,  basketball  and  track  and  field  events. 

The  High  School   Basketball   Tournament  is   held   early  in   the   month   of 
March,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  April  the  High  School  Athletic  Carnival. 

In  December,    "Joyland,"   the   Greenwood   Christmas   Play  Festival,    is   pre- 
sented, and  in  May,   "Wonderland,"   the  May  Festival  representing  both  the 
training  school  and  the  college,  is  presented.      These  two  festivals  are  annual 
demonstrations    given    under    the 
supervision  of  the  Physical  Educa- 
tion Department. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the 
Spring  Term  a  tennis  tournament 
is  held  and  is  open  to  all  college 
students. 

During  the  past  year  the  Physi- 
cal Education  Department  has 
been  greatly  improved  by  the  ad- 
dition of  a  number  of  new  courses. 

In  the  department  for  women 
there  are  now  offered  courses  in  in- 
terpretive dancing.  The  classes  are 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mil- 
dred Everts,  a  new  instructor  this 
Briggs  year.  McDonald 
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In  the  regular  required  courses,  archery  has  been  added. 

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Humrichouser,  Miss  Everts  and  Miss  Pyle,  the 
inter-class  tournaments  in  hockey,  soccer,  volley  ball  and  baseball  for  girls  are 
held. 

Another  course  of  interest  that  has  been  added  for  the  girls  in  the  College 
is  a  course  known  as  "Girl  Scout  Leadership  and  Camping." 

A  more  advanced  course  combining  instruction  in  fencing  and  clog  dancing 
was  offered  for  the  first  time  this  year.  The  class  is  especially  for  those  stu- 
dents who  are  majoring  in  Physical  Education,  and  is  open  to  both  men  and 
women. 

In  the  three  higher  required  courses,  Numbers  4,  5  and  6,  instruction  is  given 
in  hygiene.  The  course  not  only  prepares  the  student  for  physical  education 
work  but  also  in  the  problems  of  hygiene. 

In  the  Physical  Education  Department  for  men,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
gymnasium  classes,  courses  in  theory  and  practice  in  basketball,  track  and  field 
events  and  football  are  offered. 

The  swimming  pool  offers  much  real  enjoyment  to  the  students.  It  is  one 
of  the  finest  indoor  swimming  pools  in  the  southwest  part  of  the  State. 

The  pool  is  open  during  the  fall,  spring  and  summer  terms.  Instruction  in 
swimming,  diving,  life  saving  and  resuscitation  methods  is  open  to  all  students. 
Many  students  have  already  passed  the  Junior  and  Senior  National  Red  Cross 
life  saving  tests. 

Every  one  is  looking  forward  to  the  completion  of 
the  new  athletic  field  and  stadium.  The  new  football 
field  has  been  carefully  planned  and  construction  work 
is  well  under  way.  When  completed,  it  will  be  one 
of  the  best  playing  fields  in  the  State  of  Missouri  as 
well  as  beautiful  in  appearance. 

The  top  layer  of  dirt  being  placed  on  the  field 
is  the  best  dirt  that  can  be  secured,  it  is  mixed  with 
fifteen  per  cent  sand  and  sifted  so  that  there  will  be 
no  rocks  or  sticks  on  the  surface  to  cause  injuries  to 
the  players.  With  the  planting  of  blue  grass  and 
clover,  the  field  will  resemble  a  vast  smooth  green 
velvet  curtain. 

In  September,  the  opening  of  the  football  season,  the 
field  will  be  ready,  and  in  addition  equipped  with  ap- 
proximately thirty-four  huge  lamps  mounted  on  poles 
sixty  feet  above  the  playing  field. 
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During  the  season  of  1930  all  home  games  are  to  be  played  at  night  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  a  great  number  of  people  from  all  parts  of  Missouri  and 
especially  from  the  surrounding  territory  will  attend  the  games. 

The  field  will  have  a  quarter-mile  track  with  a  one  hundred-yard  straight- 
away on  the  west  side.  The  straightaway  will  have  eight  lanes.  This  will 
simplify  matters  when  having  track  meets  like  the  Annual  High  School  Track 
and  Field  meet  when  hundreds  of  high  school  athletes  take  part. 

Under  the  entire  field  and  track  an  extensive  drainage  system  has  been 
installed  and  is  so  perfected  that  it  is  estimated  that  within  an  hour  after  a 
hard  rain,  the  field  will  be  comparatively  dry. 

Present  plans  call  for  the  construction  of  a  new  Field  house  at  the  south 
end  of  the  old  athletic  field  directly  facing  the  stadium. 

With  the  increasing  enrollment  in  the  Teachers  College  we  are  all  looking 
forward  to  the  completion  of  the  present  plans  for  the  Stadium  and  the 
Health  and  Recreation  building.

ARKANSAS  COLLEGE  vs.  BEARS 
On  October  25  the  Bears  were  again  successful,  winning  over 
Arkansas  College  32-6.  The  first  few  minutes  of  the  game 
revealed  both  teams  playing  fair  football  but  not  the  kind  either 
was  capable  of.  Soon,  for  some  cause  or  other,  the  Razorbacks 
blocked  a  punt  and  raced  for  a  touchdown.  After  this  the  Bears 
opened  an  attack  that  nipped  the  Arkansas  line  into  bits.  Nor 
was  this  pace  stopped  until  the  end  of  the  game.  After  relentless 
plunges  and  passing,  Springfield  crossed  the  goal  line  and  added 
the  extra  point,  making  the  score  7-6.

Sterling  had  a  strong  team,  but  gain  through  the  Springfield  line  was  not 
made  consistently. 

WARRENSBURG  vs.  BEARS 
Playing  an  aggressive  game,  the  Bears  defeated  the  Warrensburg  Mules  6-0.  The 
game  was  scoreless  until  early  in  the  fourth  quarter  when  Stark  returned  a  punt  for 
55  yards.  Stark  was  well  fortified  from  Warrensburg  tacklers  by  the  splendid  interfer- 
ence given  by  his  teammates.  Eales'  and  Stark's  offensive  drive  netted  the  Bears  con- 
siderable yardage,  making  for  us  twelve  first  downs.  Baur  and  Kilburn  played  an 
outstanding  game  at  their  respective  ends. 

PITTSBURG  vs.  BEARS 

November  21,  the  Bears  finished  their  19  29  season  with  a  victory  over  the  Gorillas 
from  Kansas  14-10.  In  the  first  half  both  teams  played  hard  but  neither  team  had 
the  decided  advantage. 

In  the  third  quarter  Pittsburg  managed  to  push  the  ball  within  kicking  distance  of 
the  goal  posts  and  got  off  a  nice  kick  for  three  points. 

Undaunted  by  this  temporary  misfortune,  the  Bears  came  back  in  the  fourth  quar- 
ter with  a  touchdown.  The  first  touchdown  was  succeeded  in  a  few  minutes  by  an- 
other. It  was  then  that  the  Gorillas,  after  several  successful  passes,  scored  a  touch- 
down.

The  Bear  cagers  defeated  the  Shurtleff 
Pioneers  in  the  second  home  game  of  the 
season.  At  the  half  the  Springfield  team 
was  on  the  long  end  of  a  22-15  score. 
The  Alton,  Illinois,  five  started  the  second 
half  with  three  field  goals  and  cut  the 
Bears'  lead  to  one  point.

After  a  short  rest  at  home  the  Bears  journeyed  to  Rolla  and 
emerged  with  a  54-32  victory.  The  Bears  took  the  lead  and  held 
it  throughout  the  game. 

Probably  the  biggest  scare  of  the  season  was  given  Maryville 
by  the  Bears  in  the  first  game  played  on  the  Bearcat  court,  when 
the  score  was  at  26  all  with  only  a  few  minutes  to  play.  At  this 
stage  of  the  game  Maryville  made  three  free  tosses  to  bring  their 
score  to  29,  while  the  Bears  only  made  one  free  throw  out  of 
several  opportunities  to  bring  their  total  to  27.  The  final  score 
was  29-27.  The  second  game  ended  with  Maryville  leading  with 
a  score  of  36-20. 

The  Bears  returned  home  and  divided  a  double  bill  with  the 
Kirksville  Bulldogs.  The  first  night  the  Bears  regained  their 
scoring  stride  and  piled  up  a  score  of  40  to  the  Bulldogs'  32. 
Stark  led  the  Bear  scorers  with  21  points.  Bain  played  a  good 
defensive  game. 

The  second  game  the  Bears  lost  by  a  score  of  33-27.  Coach 
McDonald  used  every  combination  available  but  was  not  able  to 
stop  the  onrushing  Bulldogs. 

The  most  exciting  game  of  the  season  was  the  first  game  of  the 
Bearcat-Bear  series  played  on  the  home  court,  when  the  Spring- 
field team  held  the  championship  Bearcats  to  a  29-27  score  for  the  second  time  during 
the  season. 

With  grim  determination  the  Bears  came  back  the  following  night  and  took  the 
lead  that  seemed  as  if  it  might  end  in  a  Bear  victory,  but  here  again  the  consistent 
shooting  of  the  Bearcats  gave  them  another  victory  44-34. 

After  recovering  from  the  two  defeats  at  the  hands  of  the  Maryville  team,  the  Bears 
took  a  game  from  Cape  Girardeau  Indians  36-28. 

The  Bears  copped   the  second   game   from  the  Indians  by  a  score  of  5  5-28. 
The  Bears  officially  closed  the   1930  basketball  season  by  dividing  a  two-game  series 
with  the  Warrensburg  Mules  at  Warrensburg.     The  first  game  started  with  the  Bears 
in  the  lead,  which  they  maintained  throughout  the  game.      Captain  Marshall  led  the 
Bears  with  a  score  of  8  points.     The  first  game  ended  31-28. 

The  second  game  was  a  nip  and  tuck  affair  until  Petrie,  Warrensburg  guard,  started 
on  a  scoring  rampage  in  the  last  five  minutes  of  the  game  which  netted  him  four  field 
goals;  the  last  one  was  made  just  ten  seconds  before  the  final  whistle.  This  last  counter 
gave  the  Mules  a  33-31  victory. 

With  the  loss  of  two  basketball  stars,  Carl  Fox  and  Tom  Dodd,  by  graduation  last 
year,  the  Bears  were  considerably  handicapped  at  the  beginning  of  the  1930  season. 
The  Bears  showed  improvement  as  the  playing  season  advanced.  They  twice  held 
the  whirlwind  Maryville  Champions  to  a  29-27  score.  Of  this  year's  squad,  three 
familiar  faces  will  be  lost  by  graduation,  Louis  (Ludy)  Stark,  who  has  played  a  good 
game  at  forward  for  the  past  four  years:  Ted  Nickle,  center,  and  Murray  Marshall, 
Captain  and  guard.  Stark  has  been  one  of  the  high  point  men  in  the  M.  I.  A.  A. 
Conference  throughout  his  college  career,  and  is  considered  one  of  the  outstanding  bas- 
ketball men  of  Teachers  College.
